Panther Party (BPP) was started during Decenber, 1966, in 
Oakland, California, to organize black p3ople so they can 
take control of the life, politics and the destiny of the 
black conuaunity. It was organized by BOBBY SEALE, BPP 
Chairman, and fflJEY P. NEWTON, BPP Minister cf Defense, 
NEWTON was sentenced in 1968 to serve 2 to 15 years after 
being convicted of manslaughter In connection with the 
killing of an Cxkland police officer. 

The o?'ficial nev/spaper, *'The Black Panther", which 
further describes itself as the "Black Conaunity News Service", 
states that the BPP advocates the use of gur>s and guerrilla 
tactics in ita revolutionary program to ond oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black cornnur ity arc urged to 
arm themselves against the police who aro consistently 
referred to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of Septciaber 7, 1968, 
contains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, GEORGE 
BASON MURRAY, which ends with the .following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
America, revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture 
worth keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom 
everywhere, j^ynamlte! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the 
pigs everywh€?A«». " 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Blacfc Panther" is the 
statement, "...ve will sot dissent from American Government. 
We will overthrow it." 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chairman B£AC Tse-tung of the 
People's Republic of China and feature UKO*r.

On February 18, 1970, Jerry Rubin and Abbie 
Hoffman were found guilty in the United States 
District Court, Northern District of Illinois, 
Chicago, Illinois, for violating the Federal 
Anti-Riot Law Statute for traveling in interstate 
commerce from outside the State of Illinois with 
intent to incite riots in Chicago, Illinois, 
during the Democratic National Convention in 
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August, 1968. On February 20, I970, they were 
sentenced to five years Imprisonment and fined 
$5,000 each. On February 28, 1970, the united 
States Court of Appeals, Seventh Circuit, Chicago, 
Illinois, ordered them released on $25,000 bond 
each pending appeals of their convictions.

Your letter was received on July 13th and I can 
certainly understand the concern which prompted you to write. 

In reply to your Inquiry concerning Abble Hoffman, 
limitations on the activities of an individual out on bond are set 
by the court. As a strictly investigative agency of tlie Federal 
Government, this Bureau makes no recommendations regarding 
the imposition, cancellation or continuance of such a bond, and 
for this reason I am not in a position to comment as you desire.
